BOARD, READ AT THE LATE ANNIVERSARY, 
AMOUNT OF FUNDS, 

The amount of fands which have been re- 
ceived by the Treasurer during the past year, is 
over $16,000, including a balance of $2,000,.— 
OF this sum, $1,700 have been received on aur 
count of legacies, and over 812,000 have beca 
paid by Associations, churches, fe:oale societies, 
and individuals, [The report of the Treasurer 
eutiré hereafier.] ~ 

DISBURSEMENT OP FUNDS. 

The pian which has been pursued for several 
years in the disbursement of the funds, appear 
ed to be so well adapted to acenmplish the great 
est amount of good, that the Board have made 
no alieration during the past year. With but 
very few exceptions, all the requests that hive 
been properly recommended, have been granted, 
notwithstanding many fears have at times been 
indulged lest the dratis that would 44 required 
lo meet the appropeane’ mate, might nut be 
promptly met, for the want of means ia the treas- 
ury. 

We have made appropriations to ninety-seven . 
distinct churches, ‘These churches are located 
in forty different counties in this State, in four 
counties in northern Pennsylvania, and. ia two 
counties in New Jersey. Tire whole embracing 
87 1-4 years of pastoral labor. 

We have also commnissioned two Agents: and 
thirteen Missionaries, exclusive of two at Ton- 
awands; of whom six were to’ itiverate in this 
State, five in the border counties of Pennasylva- 
nia, and two partly in this State, and partly jo 
Penusylvania; embracing 12 3-4 years of itiner- 
ating missionary labor, and making in the ag- 
gregate provision forlucal and itinerating mis- 
sionary labor, equal to the labor of one man for 
100 years. 

RESULTS OF LABOR. 


From the organization of this Coaventign it 
has been the privilege ol,i's patrons and friends 
to be favored with the most satisfactory evidence 
that their labors have not been in vain in the 
Lord. When on the return of each anniversar 
they have come togetber to look upou the 
they have cultivated, or to rejoice over the prec- 
ious fruits of immortality that had been gather- 
ed in they have uniformly had abundaat canse 
to thank God and take courage. And such is 
their privilege on the preseat anniversary, 

From the reports which have been received 
where appropriations had been made, or ap 
pointinents had beev given, it appears that one 
hundred and nineteen charches have been sup- 
plied with preaching and pastoral labor, either 
the whole or a part of the ysar, embracing in all 
what is equivalent to the labors of ove man for 
79 1-2 years. One hundred and nme of these 
churches are located in forty differeut counties 
in this State, seven in the State of Penusylvantay 
and three im the State of New Jersey. 

It also appears that thirteen missionaries have 
reported 8 1-2 years of itinerating ministerial la- 
bor, Of these, six have been engaged 
the destitute in this State, two on the borders 
this-State and the State of Penusylvania, and 
five in“the northern counties of the later 
Making the entire amount of local and itinera- 
ting ministerial services actually performed and 
reported, including that of the Agents, to be eq- 
ual to the labors of one man for 88 years, ~ 

In the performance of these labors more than 
seventeen thousand sermons have been preach- 
cd, iwenty-three thousand famiiies have been re- 
ligiously visited, more than three thousand three 
hundred children and youth have been instruct- 
ed in the Sunday-schouls, and at least enghieen 
hundred have been favored with the advantages 
of Bible-class instruction. ‘e 

In addition to this, five new churches have 
been regularly constituted, in places where they 
promise soon, with ihe Divine blessing, to be 
fportant auxiliaries in the moral of 
the world. These churches have all been re. 
cognized as independent bodies, by duly organiz- 
~ yn by duly “one ecclesiastical coun- 
cils, and are favored with pastoral labors, wo 
of them haif the time, @ud the remaining three 
all the time.

Dean Baeronen—The Board of the Bs 
Education Sveiety of the State of New | , io 
December last, resolved to make an t so 
raise, by special subscription, with one year, 
the sum of twenty five dullars, to ps 
Off the debts, unavoidably incurred, ares 

provident management. The Insti 
is uow reaping the benefits of a great part of the 
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above named expenditure, in a large commodi- 
ous boarding honse, and barns. and other build- 
ings, and in wood lands and other appentiages 
indispensable to the progress of the Institntion. 
A subscription to raise this sum was opened in 
February, on condition that na one should be 
holden to pay his subscription unless 820,000 
should be subscribed, and sixty or ninety days 
were allowed .for payment, after the subserip- 
tion should be filled up. 

Although the sum is but little more than half 
subscribed, yet this measure is relied upon as 
the only apparent one to prevent the entire 
prostration of the Society, at least for a time. 

Br. Bright, one of the members of the Board, 
visited a few churches in Western New York to 
procure their aid; but on account of a previous 
subscription made in that section to the perma- 
nent funds of the Society, he met with much 
less encouragement than he expected. He 
found some disposed to transfer their subscrip- 
tions from the funds to the liquidation of the 
debts, provided the general interests of the So- 
ciety would therehy be promoted. After con- 
sulting the Execitive Committee, he made ar- 
Trangements with some of the subscribers to that 
effect. But on further consideration, the Com- 
mittee were not fully satisfied, as the subscrip- 
tion was madetothe permanent funds for the 
expre-s purpose of endowing Professorships, 
that such a transfer could not be made without 
vitiating the subscription, They have therefore 
concluded to refer the subject to the Board, to 
be acted upon at their next meeting in January, 
and have instructed their agents not to interfere 
with that subscription until they are authorized 
to do so by the Board. If they call on brethren 
who are indebted on that subscription, it need 
be no obstagle in the way ol their soliciting them 
to aid in thegpaymeut ec4thewlebts, Larger sub- 
scfiptions have been made to the permanent 
funds in other parts of the State, than were made 

_in western New York, which remains unpaid, 
aud at the same time, the subscribers, besides 
paying the interest annually, on their subscrip- 
tions, are subscribing largely to pay off the debts. 
Five thousand dollars were subscribed in the 
church and society in Hamilton to the perma- 
nent funds, and thirteen handred for the pay- 
ment of the debts. The enlargement of the In- 
stitution-calls for a more extended patronage, 
without which it must wither away.. We hope 
our agents will be well received. 

Br. Z, Freeman, who is about to enter upon 
an ageucy for the Soeiety, will commence with 
the counties of Onondaga and Cayuga, and Br. 
W. Walker will take the counties of Cortland, 
Tompkins, Tioga, and such others in the soath- 
western part of the State as he can most conve- 
niently visit, 

Wo arrangements are yet made for obtaining 
the co-operation of the churches in this struggle, 
in the Black River country. Their former liber- 
ality affords a pledge that they will uot be want- 
ing in their efforts to sustain this branch of 
Christian benevolence, so intimately connecied 
with the opbuilding of the kingdom in our own 
country, and its extension throughout the world, 

Br. J* Edainds is depended on to raise eight 
thousand dollars in the eastern section of the 
State, including what he has already obtained. 
He will soon resume his labors in the city of 
New York, and from thence go through the 
eastern counties of the State. 

The *Gorrespouding Secretary met the Chan- 
tauque Association the first week in September, 
and presented the object and wants of the Socie- 
ty, und received a contribution of $13 25, and

Question.—Is it considered proper by this Confer. 
ence for at burch or ministering brother to deviate, 
in church bailding, fram what we, as a denomina- 
tion, have ever held as fundamentally requisite by 
the Ssriptures, so as to adinit unbaptized individu.

Worcester S. S. Teachers’? Convention. 
We have received the Minutes of this Convention, 
held a: North-Oxford, Oct. 3. Fro. the Statistical 
table we learn that there are connected with the 
Convention 26 Schools, 393 Teachers, and 3.554 
Scholars ; 170 are reported as having been converted 
during the year. We present an extract froin the 
Report on a point of great importance. 


‘There is another item of information gathered 
from the letters, to which the attention of the 
leachers and friends of the S. 8, cause is par- 
ticularly requested. In reply to the question, 
“ Are your scholars required to commit their 
lessons to memory,” the ans-ver from five schoels 
is, “they are not;” in thirteen they commit in 
part, though they appear not to make this a spe- 
cial object ; in three they are desired to do it; 
whilst froin four only is the answer expressly 
“they are;’’ thus causing it to appear that out 
of the uventy-six- schools reported, only four have 
any systematic plan for securing this object. 
We cannot allow the present occasion to pass 
without endeavoring to call attention to this fea- 
ture of the report. It is to be feared there is an 
increasing laxity on this point, which, if not 
corrected may eventually prove a very serious 
obstruction to the efficacy and usefulness of the

We claim to have made great improvements 
upon former modes of communicating instrace | 
tion, in that we seek to enlighten the under- | 
standing and mould the affections, rather than to 
burden the nemory. In the early movements of 
the Sabbath school, the main object seemed to be 
to crowd into the mind, large and numerous por- | 
tions of scripture—whole chapters being repeat- 
ed at one time, the meaning of which the child | 
was left to discover as he could. ‘This was one 
extreme, and that too a very faulty one. But | 
in Our eagerness to reform this evil, we may be 
danger of carrying reformation too far. The 
course of true wisdom generally lies between 
the two extremes. ‘Those who would avoid | 
Scylla must remember that Charyddis is not far 
distant. ‘The memory may have been cultivat- 
ed to the neglect of the understanding; but that 
is no reason why the memory it its turn should 
be totally neglected. On the contrary, it is be- 
lieved that the ends of a good relizious educa- 
uion will not be effectually met, where there is 
no systematic attempt to store the mind, not on- 
ly with seripture ideas, but also with, scripture 
language. 

Thovou ghness, is esteemed an essential requi- 

site in all temporal matters of an important and 

pefmanent character, and we see no réason why * 
it should be.deemed unnecessary in those mat- 

ters which are spiritual in their nature, and eter- 

nal in their duration. Men do uot commit the 

defence of their property aud reputation to the 

management of superticial advocates. Nor do 

we readily entrust the amputation of our limbs, 

to one who can boast no more substantial quali- 

fications than such as result from a few hours, 

carelessly devoted to the study of anatomy.— 

Nor is he deemed a trusty pilot on a dangerous 

coast, whose entire knowledge hax been gleaned 

by a few hasty glances at his chart In all these 

matters we see, and acknowledge, the impor- 

tance of being “ thoroughly furnished unto all 

good works.” And are the results of moral and 

religious training to be less permanent—are the 

difficulties attending it more easily overcome— 

are the maladies of sin less obstinate—or the 

rocks and quicksands to which our frail barks 

are exposed more obvious, and less dangerous, 
that we can be satisfied with superficial attain- 
ments ourselves—that we can be satisfied with 

securing superficial attainments in others ? 

We think we can see in the very nature of 
children, a reason why they should be required 
to treasure up in their memories, choice scrip- 
ture texts. Tender as the green herb—fickle 
as the wind—susceptible of all impression-— 
now affected to tears by the recital of the “ thou- 

sand and one’’ tales of the nursery—now in- 
dulging in the most unbounded hilarity and 

thoughtless merriment, what hope can_ there be 
of making permanent religious impressions up- 
on their minds unless the pointed truths of scrip 

ture are made so fast there, that they shall prove 
in very deed, “as goads and as nails fastened 
by the masters of assemblies.” It is not enough 
that they appear to feel the force of truth when 
addressed to them. ‘lhe very next hour—the 
first change of influences, may witness the utter 
annihilation of all serious impressions. “ And 
when he sowed, some seeds fell by the way side, 
and the fowls came and devoured them up.’ 
“Then cometh the wicked one, and catcheth 
ewey that which was sown in the heart.” Let 
the S. S. ‘Teacher, then, avoid leaving his work 
in such a condition that it may all be caught 
awayby the influence of circumstances, in which 
the child may be placed. .

Two letters from Rev. John, Thomas, of Cal- 
jcutta, have come to hand within the last month. 
‘one addres-ed to the President, and one to the 
Corresponding Secretary of the American and 
Foreign Bible Society, in both of which he ear- 
nestly appeals to American Baptists for aid in 
publishing the Scriptures in India. ‘The follow- 
ing extracts will be read with interest : 

“ By the Howard, Captain Spaulding, I des- 
patch a package containing specimens of Scrip- 
tures recently issued from the press. I trust 
they will in due time find their way to New 
York, and contribute to encourage you and your 
beloved axsociates in the good and noble enter- 
prise in which you have embarked. 

“The report of the mission accompanying 
this contains a pretty full uecount of our labors 
in Biblica! translation. The entire number of 





the sacred volume, which, from Ist January, 
1840; to 28th February, 1841, lefi the press, 
was upwards of 100.000. The distribution 
within the same period was nearly 60,000. * * 

“We have carried through the press an edi- 
tion of the New Testament in Hindustani, and 
also an edition of the Gospels and Acts in the 
same language, and have nearly completed ano- 
ther. We have also brought out the New ‘Tes- 
tament in Sanskrit. In Bengali we have print- 
ed the book of Genesis, and to the twentieth 
chapter of Exodus, the Psalms, the Proverbs, 
and the Pentateuch, and nearly completed a 
large edition of the Gospels and Acts in the 
same language. The Pentateuch is the first 
part of the Bengali Bible, with references and 





“The demand for the sacred Scriptures ap- 
pears greater than ever. To Dhaka I have des- 
patched at different times during the past year 
not less than 12,000 books, but they have been 
disposed of to anxious applicants in a few days 
after they arrived at the place, and the demand 
has not in the least abated. _* * * * * 

“ You wil! not be surprised when I say, that 
our operatioi:s very far exceed our pecuniary 
means. The circumstances in which we found 
ourselves placed, appeared to demand on our 
part vigorous efforts, and the exercise of large 
faith in the goodness of God. and the continued 
liberality of his people. The demand for the 
Scriptures has been unprecedented. both as to 
the wide range Of couatry whence the cry has 
come, and the importunitv Withwhich it has 
been urged. And although such large stippties 
have been sent forth from the depository during 
the last 14 or 15 months, the demand does not 
appedr to be in the least abated. At the com- 
mencement of the past year we endeavored to 
pte the field we were called to occupy, to 
consider its wants and the instrumentality ready 
to be engaged in conveying to the people the 
word of life, and resolved to the extent of our 
means to engage in the work, and multiply as 
fast as possible copies of the word of God. 
have said to the extent of our means, but what 
those means were [ must explain; vot simply 
the funds already placed at our disposal — these 
were utterly inadequate— but in our calcula- 
tions we took into consideration what you had 
already done, and what you had in various ways 
encouraged us to hope you would do, especially 
when you were put in possession of the docu- 
ments we forwarded in the early part of last 
year. particularly the report of our operations in 
the translating, printing and circulation of the 
Scriptures. and the appeal drawn up by our late 
fellow laborer, (W. H. Pearce,) the day before 
his lamented decease. We also indulged in 
rather confident expectations that our friends in 
England would come forward to our help.—

and in many instances excludes thew Ae all op. 
portunity of knowing any thing of the nature or 
worth of th ul [tis difficult to ascertain the ore 
igin of this bondage, ax the unhappy creatures un. 
der its influence have for generations been cut off 
fron all social communion with their freee counter 
men; while the apathy of a Hindou will not allow 
him to be at mueb pains to inquire int the crreuane 
stances or history of those who are accounted au far 
beneath his own grade in society, As however, it 
is a known fact that the poorer Partahs and Pishers 
often sell themselves or their children for the sake 
of su-teannce, it may be conjectured that the pres. 
ent slaves of Travancore, are for the must part, dee 
scendants of individuals who througa poverty or 
crime, were induced to yield themselves and their 
posterity toa perpetual servitude. [tis said that 
Roman Catholics and Mohammedans of propery, 
have been known te purchase slaves of ceriain castes 
for the purpose of proselyting them to their own 
forms of worship; whether this has ever been done 
by our own people [ have not been able to learn, 
although I greatly fear that many who call shea. 
selves Christians, and follow with us, have servants 
who are as subject to their will, and as much dis. 
posable according to their pleasure, as the heredita-

Gov. M-Donald, of Georgia, delivered his Mes- 
sage to the Legi-liture of that Stare on the 2d inst, 
It contains the osual amount of southern blu-ter, 
in relation w northern interference with the divine 
institution of slavery, and talks of non-intercou se 
with as much flippaney as though Georgia were 
not merely a ‘ sovereiga State,’ but an independent 
nation! The impotency of this bluster isas the 
independence of a pauper. Without the aid of the 
North, the South would. speedily perish: and nat 
until she can live without eating, not till she is in- 
depeadent of the vital atmosphere, will she venture 
to ‘eut the connexion.’ Sie has long threateved 
a dissolution of the Union; and she moy yet be ta- 
ken at her word, in an hour when she is least 
prepared for such an event, The aliernative is ul- 
ti ately to be presented to her, either to pat_ away 
her diabelical -lave system, or to be put beyond the 
pale of a free republic. 

Tie Message states, says the N. Y. Journal of 
Cut merce, that ia the month of April last, a slave 
was stolen by a person who escaped to the State 
of New York, and that the proper papers were 
prepared and authenticated, and a demand, mide 
vpon Gov.

‘This preot, alihougi 
entirely convenient,’ states the Message, ‘I deeclin- 
ed procuring, as | was fully satished thar’L had 
complied with the leuer and spirit of the Constitu- 
tion and Aci of Co.gress.” Consequently it ree- 
owmends to the Legi-lature to pass a law, sybject- 
ing tv inspection avy package of goods that shall 
be shipped, either directly or inJirectly, from the 
State of New York, or any other State manilesting 
a similar disposisioa ; and that competent officers 
be appointed to execute the same 5. and that all -us- 
p-eted pers: ns coming from such States be require 
ed tw find security fer their good behavior, and par- 
Ueularly that they will not interfere, or have inter- 
couse with the slave population ! !—Ziberator.

This comes 
mittee consisted of Bethren Eldridge, and Galu- 
sha, of Perry, Blain, of Syracuse, and Peck, of Owe- 
go. Each of these gentlemen™ acquitted himself 
with honor; but it is due to brother Eldridge to 
remark that, in proposing the basiness to the Con- 
vention, as chairman of the committee, the prin- 
cipal burthen devolved upon hin, and that his con- 
ciliatory, and calm though manly.and firm manner 
contrasted strikingly with the excited and pettish 
spirit and exceedi: gly undignified demeanor of sev- 
eral members of the Convention, who repeatedly 
attempted to prevent the introduction of the sub- 
ject, even befure they had heard enough to learn 
whatit was. When, however, Mr. Eldridge, “by 
a patient continuance in well doing,” obtained a 
hearing, jie made known the errand of the Com- 
mittee with great distinctness, and sustained the 
right with the suundest arguments. The other 
members of the committee followed in a kindred 
spirit, Of the replies ovade by the Colonization’) 
party (for such it avowedly wa-) we take no furth- 
er notice than to say that they were characte ized 
by a large amount of that overbearing assumption 
common to the party and usvally adopted by any 
party conscious of the weakne-s of the cause, if 
tried on its merits. “ The lease of the Register to 
the Publishers,” of which we ave before told our 
readers, was, however, the defence set up. and tak- 
ing that wonderfully strange d-cament (which will 
sometime becowe a historical curiosity) as it is, 
binding the Convention to “no change in charac- 
ter” of the Register for the seven years frou Jau- 
uiry 1, 1840, and giving the +aclusive right of nom- 
inaung the Editor ‘ov the Publishers, during that pe- 
riod, we were Uaable to perceive how the Conven.

From Whitesboro we came to “ Little Falls ” 25 
miles east from Utiea where we spent the Lord’s 
day with the people under the pastoral care of 
brother Olmstead and experienced the hospitalities 
of Mr. Daniel Rogers with his interesting family. 
In the evening we addressed the people on behalf 
of the down-trodden and the dumb. Very litile 
yhas been done in this cause at this place, yet the 
cause has some substantial friends here. The vil- 
lage of Little Falls is built between ranges of high 
hills, on the north side of Mehawk river, and en- 
joys the facilities afforded by the great Western 
canal and rail-road. The scenery is rugged in the 
extreme. 

On Monday, we rode to Johnstown, Fulton 
county, 21 miles, and passed the night with cur 
worthy Baptist and Aati slavery Brother Leaton, 
where, also, we had the pleasute of meeting our old 
fellow laborer HB. Stanton, E+q. who is eloquent- 
ly and »ssidvously urging the truéh on the atten- 
tion of the people of that section of the state. 

Jolinstown has a large and flourishing village 
with several handsome meeting-houses, but the 
Baptists are few and are yet but poorly accommo. 
dated. They desire to obtain a Sabbath school Li- 
brary and will be very-grateful to any church or 
individuals who shall furnai h them with suitable 
bouks. Donations for this purpose may be address- 
ed to Mr. Adel S. Leaton, the superintendent, who 
will faithfully appropriase them, 

Atier leaving Johnstown aod passing a night 
with two worthy farmers, T. Brockway, senior and 
junior, substantial members of the Baptist church 
in Broadaloin, who are, also, unflinching friends 
of the -lave and nobly generous in sustaining the 
cause, we proceeded homeward by the way of 
Greenwich, the former field of iabur of oar « flicient 
evadjuior N. Colcer..

Alter [ had 
made a statementof the progress of the cause in 
the U. S. and some further remarks had been made 
from one of the Jamaica brethren, leave was given 
for others tu speak. Very soon, an old African, 
who was brought in the'la-t slave-ship which 
sailed under the British Hag, arose and said,—* Me 
know all about bad rum. Me know about arrack 
in Africa. Me know how bad rum, add me going 
to tell, Sometime ago, bushra send me to town 
with de wagon to get some tings.. When me gat 
most home, de wagon break. Then, me send me 
broder to call he broden-iu-law to help; but he no 
come, but send mestumbler rum to drink. Se after 
me drink, me take me cutlass (a kind of short stout 
sword which they use fur many purposes) and 
march back and forwards, and threaten kill any 
man who touch me. Wel —by and by, rum make 
me so drunk, co they tie me on de wagon just like 
de hog. Weli—next worming I thinks | never 
taste rum again. But they bring me some again 
in de same tumbles. Tsay no. They say—driak 
this and drive out the old, but I say, fraid this take 
de place of de old. Sol nodrink any more.” The 
old wan concluded with a most eloquent appeal to 
his brethren to touch not, nor tasie the accursed 
thing. Alter he bad fiotshed, anuther began who 
furmerly superintended a distillecy, and who said 
that he formerly drank four quarts a day biwsell. 
L have rarely ever heard such au affectionate, varn- 
est and eloquent temperance address as he deliver- 
ed.
